I desire, just for reference, to call attention to the sale of 
tickets. First, to the Circus, of which 4,417 Nobles of our 
Temple subscribed, representing 25 per cent. of the mem- 
bership, who purchased tickets, or an average of six tickets 
to the person. In the Spring Fashion Show 5,810 Nobles 
purchased tickets, representing 27 per cent., who purchased 
tickets averaging 7 tickets toa member. Would this indicate 
that the activities are being unitedly supported? 

I trust that the Nobility can analyze these figures and give 
us more generous whole-hearted support, in our undertak- 
ings. It is all for the entertainment of the Nobles, their 
families and their friends, and the performances have been 
classy and of high standard, which should receive encourage- 
ment and support of the Nobility. 
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The Temple has made a decided gain, numerically, as well 
as financially. 

The initiations during 1924 number 850 as against 728 
in 1923. Our public entertainments during the year now 
closing, to date, show a net profit, from the Circus of $18,- 
898.80, and from the Fashion Show a net profit of $785.50. 

We trust that this Fashion Show now about to be pre- 
sented to the Nobility on Monday next, will meet the appro- 
bation and appreciation of all those who will take part in 
witnessing this splendid display of fashions and feature 
vaudeville numbers. 


OPERA HOUSE IMPROVEMENTS 

The Mosque (Metropolitan Opera House) has been reno- 
vated, and the seating accommodations have been increased. 
The fire protection equipment has been added to and the 
stage strengthened by the removal of water-soaked and de- 
cayed lumber, and the filling of eight pits with concrete. 

A new ten-horsepower generating set has been installed 
to save current and to take the place of a more costly ninety- 
horsepower set, which need only be used and operated in 
an emergency.

Aside from the Fashion Show and Circus, all lesser public 
entertainments showed a good profit. The Moonlight Ex- 
cursion, for instance, rendering a profit of $1,250.00. 

All the Units of Uniformed Bodies have shown com- 
mendable activity, co-ordination and co-operation. 

Lu Lu Temple’s Band, with its membership of 132, have 
shown most commendable activity in supporting your 
Potentate for the period just passed, and have assisted 
largely in raising funds for their own purposes. 

Lu Lu Temple’s Band, with 132 members, furnished its 
services at nine Ceremonial Sessions and has raised $3,500.00 
toward the purchase of $5,000.00 in new band instruments, 
including large illuminated base drum and carriage. 

The Mounted Guard has expended of its money $8,600.00 
for uniforms and equipment and received assistance from 
the Temple to the amount of $3,800.00, with a total of 139 
members. 

I will, in the January notice, present to the Nobility, why 
we should help and encourage the Uniformed Bodies and 
send them on Caravans and to the Imperial Council Sessions, 
and will present for your consideration the many hours of 
active service that these Nobles contribute to the Temple 
through their uniformed organizations.

Imperial Council Law, as well as the By-Laws of Lu Lu Temple 
and all other Temples require that you show your membership 
card before you can gain admittance to any Shrine meeting or Cere-

authority to abrogate this law. The fact that your dues are paid 
does not secure admission to the Temple, but your Membership 
Card of the current year will admit you. 


Shrine dues are payable in advance, and no Temple can carry 
a member on the books whose dues are unpaid covering a period 
of two years. This is Imperial Council Law. 


The red FEZ is the official headgear of a Noble and should be 


worn by him at all Shrine functions and Ceremonials, In many 
Temples this is compulsory.

Again we must record the passing on of a Noble well-beloved. 
Death loves a shining mark, and the best and noblest fall before him. 
With sorrow it must be written that on Monday, November 10th, 
Past Imperial Potentate William W. Irwin breathed his last in the 
West Penn Hospital, Pittsburgh. Rallying from an illness, he suf- 
fered a sudden relapse; and then death came. 

This departed Noble affiliated early in life with the Scottish Rite 
Masons and rose, step by step, to the highest Masonic rank of North 
America. He was identified with Wheeling Commandery, No. 1, 
K. T., of which he was a Past Eminent Commander. He was Past 
Potentate of Osiris Temple, A. A. O. N. M. S. He rose to the 
supreme office of Imperial Potentate in 1913, when he traveled in 
every part of our broad domain in the service of Shrinedom. 

Noble: Irwin was born at Danville, Boyle County, Kentucky, in 
1861. ‘The boy was reared in the village of his birth. He entered 
Center College at Danville, from which he graduated at the early 
age of nineteen. Following his graduation, the young man left 
Danville for a city of greater opportunity—Wheeling, West Virginia. 
Wheeling gained much when young Irwin decided to make that 
city his home. 

Noble Irwin helped his community as a business man; he served 
his State and country in several important offices; he was interested 
in baseball and every other manly sport. He won the confidence and 
esteem of the people with whom he came in contact, and was greatly 
loved by those with whom he associated in the more intimate rela- 
tions of life. Few men have had more close personal friends.

The Lu Lu Temple Band broke loose here with a splendid new 
number, to the great appreciation of the Nobles. 

Our Potentate next caused a hearty laugh when he read a letter 
about a candidate for the evening’s class who occupies the position 
of INCOME TAX AUDITOR. The friend of this candidate gen- 
erously desired that he get the whole “bloomin’ business.’ “AI” 
promised the Nobles that he would see that this gentleman got a 
generous share, for he was sure they all wished to get square with 
him. 

The Lu Lu Temple Band recital began with the charming music 
of “Mademoiselle Modiste,” and continued with a number of beau- 
tiful selections.

Three great Egyptian thrones lend 
majesty to the beautiful surroundings. Upon the ground are rich 
and beautiful rugs. Oriental lights hang from above, each of 
different shape and color of light, and transparent columns of light 
placed around the outside give a wonderful effect. Over all is a 
purple haze from the incense rising in the air. The Picture is one 
of festivity, and dancing girls perform about in front of the 
Potentate and his chiefs. Brown-skinned Arabs and oasis damsels 
converse or stand about in pleasant leisure, admiring the dancing of 
the Potentate’s favorite (Noble Norman Stadiger). But, alas! 
quickly the scene changes, the pilgrims are ushered in and serious 
consideration is given to them. Perhaps never before have the 
Officers presented their work as they did this night for the benefit 
of the many visitors. It may have been that they were the inspira- 
tion, or it may have been that the rehearsals added to it, but, at any 
rate, all who heard it could not but appreciate the wonderful per- 
formance. The work of the POTENTATE, ALBERT H. LAD- 
NER, JR, and ACTING CHIEF RABBAN DOCTOR EDWIN S. 
MERSHON, ASSISTANT RABBAN WILLIAM J. HIGHFIELD, 
HIGH PRIEST AND PROPHET WALTER F. FANCOURT, 
JR, and ORIENTAL GUIDE “UNCLE DAN” BISHOP were all 
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of high order and ability, and reached the peak of achievement in 
the remarkable rendering of the Inspired Charge by POTENTATE 
ALBERT H. LADNER, JR. Upon the descent of the curtain, it 
was some time before the applause ended. 

Past Potentate Charles S. Bair next introduced his song, “There’s 
Always Sunshine After The Rain,” dedicated to the Lu Lu Temple 
Yacht Club, the proceeds of the sale to go to the Shriners’ Hospitals 
for Crippled Children. The song was enthusiastically sung under 
“Charlie’s” lead, and many copies were sold to take home to the 
good wife and family. 

The next scene was “The Sandstorm” while the Caravan crossed 
the desert.

Dispensation was granted to the petitioners for a Temple to be 
located at Akron, Ohio, to be called Tadmor Temple. 


The following changes were made in the laws: 
Changes in laws adopted: 


1. That Section 1 of Article XIII of the Code be amended by 
striking out the concluding words of the section, viz.: “and a vote 
of three-fourths of the members present when the vote is taken.” 


II. That Sections 1 and 2 of Article XVI of the Code be amended 
so as to read as follows: 


“Section 1. A fiscal year for all Temples is hereby created, 
beginning with January Ist and ending December 31st of each 
year, and it shall be the duty of the Recorder of each Temple to 
arrange his books and accounts so as to conform with such fiscal 
year, and it shall be the duty of such Recorder at the annual meet- 
ing of his Temple following the end of the fiscal year to render a 
complete report of the finances, investments, membership, and other 
matters of interest in which his office is concerned.” 


“Section 2. Every Subordinate Temple shall, on or before the 
thirty-first day of January in each year, transmit to the Imperial 
Recorder, in such form as shall be furnished, its annual returns 
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accompanied by the dues to the Imperial Council, as provided by 
Article VII, Section 3, of the By-Laws.” 


II. Amend the second paragraph of Section 3 of Article VI of 
the By-Laws by striking out the words “on the date of its annual 
meeting in December of each year” in the second and third lines of 
said paragraph, and inserting in lieu thereof the following: “at 
the end of the fiscal year.” 

IV. Amend Section 1, Article IV, of the Code by substituting 
the word “January” for “December” in line four of said section. 

. Amend Section 1 of Article VI by substituting the word “January” 
in place of “December” in line eight of said section. 


V. (Recommending incorporation and submitting report of the 
Committee on Revision to the Imperial Council for action.) 


VI. Amend Section 4 of Article XVI of the Code, by striking 
out the word “January” and substituting in lieu thereof the word 
“February.” 


VII. Amend Paragraph 1 of Section 2 of Article II of the 

Code, by adding after the word “jurisdiction” in line 6 the follow- 
ing: 
. “Provided, that where the fee of the Temple granting a waiver 
is greater than the fee of the Temple requesting the waiver, the can- 
didate shall pay to the Temple which asks for the waiver, a fee 
equivalent to the fee he would have been required to pay had he 
Petitioned the Temple in whose jurisdiction he resides and which 
Rrants the waiver. The Temple which asks for the waiver shall 
then remit the difference in fee to the Imperial Recorder, and that 
amount shall go into a fund for the Shriners’ Hospitals for Crippled 
Children.” 

VIII. Resolution that the Imperial Potentate, Deputy Imperial 
Potentate, Imperial Chief Rabban and Imperial Assistant Rabban of 
the Imperial Council Divan shall be and become members of the 
Board of Trustees of the Shriners’ Hospitals for Crippled Children, 
with the same powers as those exercised by the elected members of 
said board. 

IX. Amend Section 2, Article IX, of the By-laws by striking 
Out the word “and” in line 10 of said section, that a comma be 
mserted after the word “patrol” in said line 10, and that the words 
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“and chanters” be inserted in line 11 after the word “bands” and 
preceding the word “when” in line 11. 

X. (Disapproving resolution offered by Noble H. W. Kaiser, of 
Jerusalem Temple, with reference to duties of Committee on Mileage 
and Per Diem.) 

XI. Same as No. VI above, and changing last word in said Sec- 
tion 4 from “Council” to “Potentate.” 

XII. (Disapproving resolution offered by Noble G. A. Paul, of 
India Temple, with reference to time for submitting amendments.) 

XIII. (Disapproving amendment offered by representatives from 
Isis Temple printed in the call with reference to Paragraph 4, Sec- 
tion 2, Article XIII of the Code.) 

XIV. Amend Article XII of the Constitution by adding thereto: 
“No session of a Temple, for either business or ceremonial of initia- 
tion, shall be held on the Sabbath day, commonly known as Sunday.”

in Los Angeles, Calif., June 2, 3 and 4, 1925. 

It is ordered that this General Order be read at the head of each 
Temple at the first regular session after its receipt, and record made 
of the same upon the records of the session at which it is read.

While in Philadelphia, the Board of Trustees were called upon 
by Hon. James J, Davis, United States Commissioner of Labor 
and Immigration, and Edward Henning, the Assistant Commis- 
sioner, Noble Davis announced that the Shrine would have no 
further trouble in bringing Canadian children across the border 
to the Shriners’ Hospitals. The immigration regulations have re- 
quired that a bond be given for the return’of each Canadian child 
when its treatment was completed, but Commissioner Davis said 
this restriction would be removed and he would direct his inspec- 
tors to pass such children without delay. He promised, also, to 
use his efforts to secure reciprocal arrangements with the Canadian 
authorities in connection with American children who may cross 
the border to the Montreal Hospital or the Winnipeg Mobile Unit. 
Noble Davis paid a glowing tribute to the work the Shriners’ 
Hospitals are doing. : 

Contracts for the eighth of the Shriners’ Hospitals for Crippled 
Children, the Philadelphia Unit, were let by the Board of Trustees 
at their meeting in Philadelphia late in October, and work upon the 
excavations has already been begun by the contractors. The Hos- 
Pital will be one of the handsomest in the chain, and the Nobles 
of Lu Lu Temple are greatly elated over the start of the work. 

Especially interested, of course, is W. Freeland Kendrick, Mayor 
of Philadelphia, vice-chairman of the Board of Trustees, and the 
Most active Shriner in the movement leading to this great work. 
The former Imperial Potentate, under whose régime the Shriners 
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Hospitals were inaugurated, devoted most of his time for two days 
to the Trustees’ meetings in Philadelphia, despite the numerous 
calls upon his time as Mayor. 

The Board of Trustees made rather an extended tour at their 
October meeting, and they were greatly gratified at the attendance 
at the St. Louis session of three of the four principal Imperial 
Officers, who were added to the Board by the Imperial Council 
at Kansas City in June. Meeting with the Board for the first 
time and indicating decp interest in the details of the Hospital 
work, were James E, Chandler, Imperial Potentate; David W. Cros- 
land, Imperial Chief Rabban, and Clarence M. Dunbar, Imperial 
Assistant Rabban. James C. Burger, Imperial Deputy Potentate, 
had suffered an accident just before, which prevented him from 
leaving his home in Denver, 

The Board of Trustees opened their sessions in St. Louis, where 
they inspected the Hospital and held conference for two days. They 
then went to Philadelphia, where the architects’ plans for the Hos- 
pital there were discussed in detail and the contracts finally awarded. 

Springfield, Mass., was visited for one day, the new Hospital 
there inspected and several minor changes authorized, and then 
the Trustees went to Montreal, Canada, to look over the Unit there. 
Both buildings were found well under way, and it is expected they 
will be ready to receive patients about February Ist.
